M ARSHAL BAZA IK E 'a TRIAL. 


V e r s a i l l e s , Oct. C.—The trial of Marshal 
Bazaiue by court-martial opened at noon to­ 
day in the Palace Trianon. Duke D’Aumale 
presided. 
Among the witnesses present were 
Marsha! Canrobert and Le Boeuf and Gener­ 
als Frossard, Bourbakl and Changarnier. 
When the formalities attending the opening 
of the court had been completed a brief re­ 
cess was taken, after which, by order of the 
president, a statement of the public services of 
Marshal Bazaine was read. 
It comprised a 
history of bis military career from the begin­ 
ning and recounted the distinctions which had 
been conferred upon him and the wounds he 
had received. 
The report oí the committee of inquiry on 
the capitulation of Metz was next presented 
and read. 
This was followed by ihe reading 
of the indictment, to which the Marshal listen­ 
ed attentively, but without emotion. 
M. Riviere then submitted his .report, 
it 
reviews the plans of the campaign prepared 
by defendant aud gives a sketch of the battle 
of Forbach, in which great stress is laid on 
Bazaine’s responsibility for the result because 
he neglected to go to General Frassord’s as­ 
sistance. 
In regard to Bazaine’s conduct at 
Metz M. Riviere takes ground that the Mar­ 
shal was at no time really desirous of leaving 
the place. 
After hearing Riviere’s report the court ad­ 
journed until to-morrow.

A correspondent of the Prattsville News 
writing from Bushnell Ville gives us the follow­ 
ing particulars relative to the discovery’ of a 
lead miuc in that locality. 
He says:—-‘There 
is a lead mine on the farm of Mr. J. Peidford, 
formerly of Red Fall*. 
Mr. P. and his son-in- 
law are at work in it at present. 
Said mine 
was discovered by Frank Oliver, a Frenchman, 
about four years ago. 
He worked it about 
two years, when, bis funds being exhausted, 
he abandoned it. 
Mr 0. sank a shaft to the 
depth of about sixty feet. 
At about sixteen 
feet from the surface he found a small quantity 
of lead; a few feet lower he found a small de­ 
posit of silver, and near the bottom of the 
shaft was found sulphur and quicksilver im­ 
bedded In the rock. This mine is situated 
near the lines of three counties, viz: Greoue, 
Delaware and Ulster; it Is in the latter, about 
two miles from Pine Hill depot and about four 
from Shandaken.

Lead Mir 
A correspondent of t. - . .nsville News 
writing from Bushnellville gives us the follow­ 
ing particulars relative to the discovery of a 
lead miue in that locality. He says:—“There 
is a lead mine on the farm of Mr. J. Peidford, 
formerly of Red Falls. Mr. P. and his son-in- 
law are at work in it at present. Said miue 
was discovered by Frank Oliver, a Frenchman, 
about four years ago. He worked it about 
two years, when, his funds being exhausted, 
he abandoned it.

This mine is situated 
near the lines of three counties, viz: Greene, 
Delaware and Ulster; it is in the latter, about 
two miles from Pine Hill depot and about four 
from Shandaken. Mr. Peidford is very confi­ 
dent that this miue will prove rich, and al­ 
though his rpeans are limited he employs a 
number of men to assist him, aud works both 
early and late. This mine has been examined 
by experienced minera, who give it as their 
opinion that it will eventually prove a pich 


Horrible Accident in Cohoes. 
Israel Brassier, fifteen years of age, was 
horribly mangled Friday morning in the Dia­ 
mond Knitting Mills, Cohoes. It appears, 
says the Troy Whig, the lad was at play, and 
climbing through an aperture directly over 
the picker and leading into the iron-room from 
the apartment in which the picker is fed, lost 
his balance and fell to the floor. In attempt­ 
ing to ease his descent he threw his arm on 
the feed, and before he could recover his bal­ 
ance sufficiently to withdraw it, it was in the 
teetb, taking first the fingers, then the hand 
and so on until the arm had been literally 
chewed to the elbow. The tendons and mus­ 
cles were drawn out, and with the arm and 
hand picked up from under the machine.— 
Not satisfied with its work, the cruel wheel 
continued to revolve, drawing the lad’s head 
nearer the teeth, and with a dull thud the steel 
points cut through the skull and bone, cleav- 
it as a diamond would glara. The unfortunate 
lad wras conveyed to his home at No. 51 Olm- 
stead street. The first intimation received by 
his mother of the accident was the appearance 
of Dr. Boudriar, who had been called to the 
mill, coming up the stairs carrying the dis­ 
membered band. 


Whiskey and Law. 
Wm. Henry Lake, the Higgiusvillc vege- 
tablc-Indian-herb doctor, brought an actiou 
a few days ago before ’Squire Humphrey to re­ 
cover for certain mediciQes, rools, “yarbs,” 
Ac., dealt out to three Germans who reside at 
Plattekill to the amount of $30. On the day 
of trial nearly every German resident of Plat­ 
tekill came down to assist, and the unadulter­ 
ated German there spit out is said to have 
been enormous. Whiskey, the great incentive 
to litigation in these courts, was poured out 
freely. Huge libations were drank to the suc­ 
cess of either party, and finally, made mellow 
by the first stages of inebriation, the parties 
agreed to submit the case to arbitrators or 
referees. The arbitrators, after hearing the 
the pros and cons, decided the doctor should 
receive six dollars aud costs. The doctor 
then generously called up the crowd to take 
another drink, which in a very short time 
transferred the six dollars and costs from his 
pockets to the til! of the landlord. Mr. Lake 
was then invited to take a seat in the rig of 
one of the defendants, when lie would be taken 
home. The party stopped at Mutton Hollow, 
and after some drinks became somewhat de­ 
monstrative, when the doctor drew his revolver 
and made some dire threats of immolation, 
Ac. He was immediately arrested and taken 
before Squire Humphrey,who fined him fifteen 
dollars. Lake is very indignant, claiming it 
was a put-up job to get him tight on Humph­ 
rey’s whiskey so he could be arrested and fined. 
He now threatens to bring an action nnder 
the civil damage law against the landlord 
whose whiskey he drank, to recover his 
money. Whether he intends to bring this 
action before Squire Humphrey we have not 
ascertained.

Will the W allkill Valley Railway Of­ 
ficial* Listen and Take Heed 1 
The following very sensible item we clip 
from the columns of the Wallklll Valley Times: 
—“ At the solicitation of many persons, among 
whom are several on the road, we again take 
up the old subject of changing the run of the 
freight train on the road. Now that they 
have got the matter of interest and bonds 
settled and have takeu the road again for six 
months longer, let them give the orders to 
run the freight from Kingston at eight o’clock 
aud connect with the train going west at 
Goshen. Then return from Goshen early in 
the afternoon and bring down all the freight 
there, which would otherwise have to remain 
until the next morning. If this was adopted 
there would be in its favor: 
1st. A connection for the west and a train 
south on the road at noon. 
2d. An afternoon train north, and much 
earlier freights. 
3d. An increase of travel, as that train now 
has to make one run ahead or behind another 
train. 
4th. This train would then be out of the 
way of the passenger train every night at 
Campbell Hall, where there is not sufficient 
accommodation for passing. This has long 
been considered a nuisance by the public 
which would be considered a disgrace for any 
railroad to tolerate, which desires the good 
will of the people.”

The legislative power of the state shail 
be vested iu a senate aud assembly. 
g 4 \n enumeration of the inhabitants of the state 
shall be made under tlie direction of tho legislature, 
iu tho year one thousand tight hundred aud seventy- 
live. and in every tenth year therealter. 
§ 5. The assembly spall consist of one hundred and 
twenty-tight menJbCW elect- d for one year. The 
members of assembly shall be apportioned among 
the several counties ol the state, by the legislature, 
as nearly as may be, according to the uum brr of their 
respective inhabitants, excluding aliens, and sha’l be 
chosen by single districts. 1 bo assembly districts 
shall remain as at present organized until after the 
enumeration of the inhabitants of tho state, in the 
year eighteen hundred aud seventy-five.

G ranting to any corporation, association or In­ 
dividual the right to lay down railroad tracks. 
G ranting to any private corporation, association 
or individual any exclusive privilege, im munity or 
franchise w hatever. 
Providing for building bridges, and chartering 
companies for such purposes, except on the Hud­ 
son river below W aterford, and on the East river, 
or over the w aters forming a part of the bounda­ 
ries of the state. 
The legislature shall pass general laws providing for 
the cases enum erated in this section,and for all ot h­ 
er eases which in its judgm ent may be provided for 
by general laws. But no law shall authorize the 
construction or operation of a street railroad ex­ 
cept upon the condition th at the consent of the 
owners of one-half In value of the property hound­ 
ed on, and the consent also of the local authori­

Jteeolrcd, (If the assembly concur.) That article 
live of the constitution be am ended so as to read 
as follow s: 
{1. The com ptroller and secretary of state shall 
be chosen at the same general election, ami for the 
same term as the governor. The persons holding 
the offices at the time when this section shall take 
effect shall continue to hold the sam e until the first 
day of January next succeeding the first election 
of com ptroller and secretary of state, pursuant to 
the provisions hereof, and shall each réceive a sala­ 
ry to be fixed bylaw for such tim e as they may 
hold such officesbeyond the term for which they 
shall have been elected 
• 
{ 2. The attorney-general and state engineer ami 
surveyor shall be appointed by the governor, with 
the consent of the senate, and hold tpeir offices un­ 
til the end of the term of th e governor by whom 
they shall be nominated, and until th eir successors 
are appointed. No person shell be appointed State 
engineer end surveyor who 13 not a practical engi­ 
neer. 
5 3. A superintendent cf state prisons shall be 
appointed by the governor, with the consent of the 
senate, and hold liis office for five years, unless 
sooner removed: he shall give security in such 
am ount, and w ith such sureties, as shall be requir­ 
ed by law for the faithful discharge of his duties; 
he shall have the superintendence, m anagem ent 
aud control ®f the state prisons, subject to such 
laws as now exist or may hereafter be enacted; he 
shall appoint the agents, w ardens, physicians and 
chaplains of the prisons. The agent and warden 
of each prison s ail appoint all other officers of 
such prison, except the clerk, subject to the appro­ 
val ot the sam e by the superintendent.

He Bhall, before entering upon the 
iluilcs of his office, give such security as may be re­ 
quired by law. lie may be suspended from office 
by the govurnor during the recess of the legisla­

The governor shail 
appoint a com petent person to discharge the du­ 
ties of the office during such suspension of the 
treasurer. 
; 5. The lieutenant governor, com ptroller, secre­ 
tary of state, attorney-general, treasurer ami state 
engineer and surveyor shnil fie the commissioners 
of the land office. The office of the commissioner of 
the canal fund is abolished, and all the powers ami 
duties heretofore had and perform ed bv the com­ 
missioners of the ciiiidl 1 uini shall hereafter fie had 
or performed by the comptroller. The canal board 
shall consist ot the lieutenant governor, secretary 
of state, treasurer, attorney-general, state engi­ 
neer ai.d surveyor, ami superintendent of uuhiic 
works. 
5 C. A superintendent of public works shall be 
appointed by the governor, with the consent of the 
senate, and to hold lus office until the end of the 
term of the governor by win m he was nominated 
and until his successor is appointed. 
He shall re­ 
ceive for his services a compensation to lie fixed by 
law. lie shall be required by law to give security 
for the faithful execution of his office, before en­ 
tering upon the duties thereof. He shall lie charged 
with the execution of all laws relating to the repair 
aud navigation of the canals; and also of those re­ 
lating to tlie construction and im provem ent of the 
canals, except so far us the execution of the laws 
relating to such construction or Improvement shall 
be confided to the state engineer and surveyor 
Subject to the control of the legislature, he shall 
make the rulc-3 ami regulations for the navigation 
or use of the canals. He may be suspended or re­ 
moved from office by tlie governor, w henever in 
his judgm ent the public interest shall so require; 
but in ease of removal of such superintendent of 
public works from office, the governor shall file 
with the secretary of slate a statem ent of the cause 
of such rem oval, and shall report such removal and 
the cause thereof, to the legislature at its n ext ses­ 
sion.

Resolved, (if the assembly concur), That sections 
one, two, four, eight and nine of article four of the 
constitution be amended so as to read as follows: 
S ectio n’ 1. The executive power shall be vested 
In a governor who shall hold his office for three 
y ea rs; a lieutenant-governor shall be chosen at the 
same tim e, and for the same term . The governor 
and lieutenant-governor elected nex t preceding the 
tim e when this section shall take effect, shall hold 
office during tho term tor which they w ere elected. 
{ 2. No person shall be eligible to the office of 
governor or lieutenant-governor, except a citizen of 
the United States, of the age not less than thirty 
years, and who shall have been five years, n ex t pre­ 
ceding his election, a resident of this state. 
5 4. The governor shall be eom manner-ln-chief of 
• the military and naval forcc3of the state, lie shall 
have power to convene the legislature (or the sen- 
ant only) on extraordinary occasions. At extraor­ 
dinary sessions no subject shall be acted upon, ex­ 
cept sueh as the governor may recom mend for con­ 
sideration. Hq shall com municate by message to 
the legislature at every session the condition of the 
state, and recom m end such m atters to them as tie 
shall judge expedient, lie shall transact all neces­ 
sary business with the officers of governm ent, civil 
and m illt nry. 
He shall expedite all such measures 
as may he resolved upon by the legislature, aud 
shall take care th at the laws are faithfully executed. 
He shall receive for his services an annual salary of 
ten thousand dollars, and there shall be provided 
for his use a suitable and furnished executive resi­ 
dence. 
{ S. The lieutenant-governor shall receive for his 
services an annual salary of five thousand dollars, 
and'shall not receive or be entitled to anv other 
compensation, fee or perquisite, for any duty and 
service he may be required to perform fiy the con­ 
stitution or by law. 
5 9. Every bill which shall have passed the sen­ 
ate aud assembly, shall, before it becomes a law, be 
presented to the governor ; if lie approve, lie shall 
sign It; but if not, he shall return it w ith his objec­ 
tions to the house in which it shall have originated, 
which shall enter the objections at large on the 
journal, and proceed to reconsider It. If, after 
such reconsideration, two-thirds of the members 
elected to that house shall agree to pass the bill, it 
shall be sent together with the objections to the oth­ 
er house, by w hich it shall likewise be reconsidered; 
and if approved by two-thirds of the mem bers elect­ 
ed to that house, it shall become a law notw ith­ 
standing the objections of the governor. In all 
such cases, the votes in both houses shall be deter­ 
mined by yeas and nays, and the nam es of the mem ­ 
bers voting shall tie entered on the journal of each 
house respectively. 
If auy bill shall not be retu rn ­ 
ed fiy the governor within ten days (Sundays ex­ 
cepted) after It shall have been presented to him, 
the same shall be a law in like m anner as if he had 
signed it, unless the legislature shall, bv tlieir ad­ 
journm ent, prevent its return ; in which ease it 
shall not become a law w ithout the approval of the 
governor. No bill shall become a law after the final 
adjournm ent of the legislature unless approved by 
the governor within thirty days after suun adjourn­ 
ment. I f any bill presented to the governor con­ 
tain several items of appropriations of money, lie 
may object to one or more of such item s, while ap­ 
proving of the other portion of the bill. In such 
case, he shall append to the bill, at the tim e of sign­ 
ing it, a statem ent of the items to which he objects; 
and the appropriation so objected to shall not take 
effect. It the legislature lie iu session, he shall 
transniitto the house in which the bill originated a 
copy of such statem ent, and the item s objected to 
shall lie separately reconsidered. If, on reconsid­ 
eration, one or more of such items be approved by 
I tw o-thirds of the members elected to each house, 
the same shall be part of the law, notw ithstanding 
the objections of the govetnor. All the provisions 
of this section, in relation to bills not approved by 
the governor, shall apply iu cases in which lie shall 
withhold his approval from any item or items con­ 
tained in a bill appronriatiug money.
